2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the reference 
to specific claims by number in the specification is objected to since any claims 
patented may not bear the same numbers producing confusion. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Applicants are requested to carefully review and revise the claims to proved 
proper articles such as "a, an and the". Lack thereof has resulted in double 
inclusions and in some cases lack of antecedent basis. 
In claim 1 as was done in the abstract it appears that "a" should appear before 
width and height. Moreover the claims for "a screw thread" on line 1 1 of claim 1 
appears to be a double inclusion of the multiple screw threads ion line 4. 
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Otherwise there is no antecedent for "the starting extension" on the same line as 

this had been applied to the multiple screw threads above. In like manner, the 

claim "of another screw thread" on line 12 has not been properly related to the 

multiple screw threads on line 4 and appears to be a double inclusion. 

In claim 2, the claims for "a main thread start point" and "an main thread end 

point" appear to be double inclusions of those set forth in claim 1 . 

In claim 3, the claims for "a multi threaded screw structure" and "screw threads" 

appear to be a double inclusions of those set forth in claim 1 . Likewise "one main 

thread" also appears to be a double inclusion of those set forth in claim 1 

because applicants have failed to establish a clear relationship with the structure 

claimed in claim 1. 

Similarly the claim for "screw threads" in claim 4 appear to be double inclusions 
of those set forth in claim 1 . 

In claim 6 there doesn't appear to be any antecedent basis for "the portions" on 
line 2. and again "screw threads" appear to be double inclusions of those set 
forth in claim 1. 

5. Claim 7 recites the limitation "the threaded area" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claim 8 recites the limitation "the neck ring" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

7. Claims 1 -8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
